But  aside  from  injuries,  the 
Cougars  played  a spirited  game 
before  38,183  fans  and  started 
things  off  like  they  were  going 
to  knock  ASU  out  of  Sun  Devil 
Stadium. 

Showing  sterling  defensive  play 
in  the  opening  period,  BYU 
forced  Arizona  State  to  fumble 
once  and  throw  passes  into  Cou- 
gar hands  twice. 

Linebacker  Joe  James  inter- 
cepted the  first  pass  and  returned 
it  40  yards  to  the  ASU  seven- 
yard  line.  The  Cougar  drive  was 
slowed  there  but  Dennis  Patera 
kicked  a 28-yard  field  goal  to 
put  BYU  out  in  front,  3-0. 

James  recovered  J.  D.  Hill’s 
fumble  on  the  ASU  48-yard  line, 
and  defensive  end  Dave  Allphin 
made  a one-handed  stab  to  inter- 
cept a Sun  Devil  aerial  on  ASU’s 
24-yard  stripe  which  set  up  the 
second  score. 

ODLE  SCORES 

On  third  down  Terry  Sanford 
hit  Phil  Odle  on  a 22-yard  pass 
to  increase  the  Y lead  to  9-0. 

But  from  that  point  BYU’s  for- 
tunes changed  as  the  Sun  Devils 
scored  four  touchdowns  within  a 
12-minute  period  to  take  a 28-16 
halftime  lead. 

It  was  Hill  and  Max  Anderson— 
the  “mini-fullback”  — displaying 
their  outstanding  speed  which 
wrecked  the  Cougar  defense.  Both 
Hill  and  Anderson  scored  twice. 

The  second  Cougar  TD  came  on 
Wes  Homolik’s  one-yard  plunge. 

TIGHT  DEFENSES 

As  the  second  half  opened 
BYU’s  defense  tightened  up  and 
held  off  the  Sun  Devil  charges, 
but  a tough  ASU  defense  also 
contained  BYU’s  offensive  drives. 

One  Cougar  drive  was  stopped 
at  the  10-yard  line  when  Ken  Call

A BYU  delegate,  Roy  Musick, 
was  elected  to  replace  impeached 
John  Jackman,  of  the  University 
of  Utah. 

The  two  day  conference  of  stu- 
dent body  presidents  and  dele- 
gates from  eight  Rocky  Mountain 
colleges  also  passed  a number  of 
resolutions  and  solidified  the  ob- 
jectives of  the  WCA. 

One  of  the  purposes  of  the  WCA 
has  been  to  “facilitate  coopera- 
tion and  communication  among 
member  schools,”  according  to 
the  constitution. 


der  the  direction  of  Dr.  Ralph 
Woodward,  will  sing  “The  Testa- 
ment of  Freedom”  by  Randall 
Thompson.

Dr.  Turner,  popular  lecturer 
and  religion  professor,  received 
the  Ed.  D.  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Southern  California  in 
1960.  He  received  his  M.A.  and 
B.A.  degrees  from  BYU  in  1953 
and  1949  respectively. 


Reed  Coleman,  WCA  represen- 
tative for  BYU,  was  put  in  charge 
of  hosting  the  conference,  but  ex- 
pressed “disappointment”  about 
not  having  received  an  agenda 
from  the  executive  secretary. 

The  conference  picked  up  mo- 
mentum Saturday  when  proposals 
were  passed  to  insure  regular 
communications.  Monthly  news- 
letters, financial  reports,  and  in- 
tercampus phone  calls  were  ap- 
proved. 

Bill  Perkins,  president  of  Ari- 
zona State  and  the  WCA,  knew 
“there  were  problems  to  be 
worked  out,”  but  after  the  elec- 
tion of  a new  executive  secretary 
and  the  adoption  of  several  pro- 
posals, he  was  optimistic. 

The  WCA  was  begun  in  1964 
under  the  leadership  of  Lynn 
Southam,  last  year’s  student  body 
president.  The  organization  was 
to  promote  a better  understanding 
between  the  eight  large  univer- 
sities of  the  intermountain  west. 
Academic  competition  such  as  de- 
bates and  college  bowl  were  ini- 
tiated through  the  WCA. 

“One  of  the  big  programs  was 
telelectures,  “according  to  Gil- 
bert. “This  alone  would  justify 
the  organization.” 

The  WCA  will  be  initiating  stud- 
ies of  residence  halls,  student 
rights,  international  students,  and 
a possible  exchange  of  students 
without  paying  out  of  state  tuition 
rates. 

Participating  members  of  the 
association  have  been  exchanging 
publications  and  sharing  infor- 


mation on  problems  common  to 
the  campuses. 

“The  continuance  of  the  WCA 
rests  on  the  ability  of  the  execu- 
tive secretary  to  establish  fluent 
channels  of  communicaion  be- 
tween all  members,”  expressed 
Gilbert.  “Musick  has  the  respon- 
sibility, and  I think  he  will  do  a 
good  job.” 

The  WCA  plans  to  hold  its 
spring  convention  at  Utah  State, 
announced  Perkins.

Tendency  Toward  Extremes 


This  Week 


The  following  editorial  appeared  recently 
in  the  Church  Section  of  the  Deseret  News. 


When  the  Lord  taught  that  we  should  be 
temperate  in  all  things  He  gave  us  invalu- 
able words  of  wisdom.  There  is  a tendency 
on  the  part  of  nearly  everyone  to  go  to  ex- 
tremes in  one  way  or  another,  that  often  we 
lose  the  true  perspective  of  life. 

Extremes  appear  in  almost  every  phase  of 
our  daily  affairs.  Some  of  us  are  extrem- 
ists in  health,  others  in  religion,  some  take 
their  occupations  to  the  point  where  they 
shut  out  the  rest  of  the  world  as  they  devote 
themselves  almost  exclusively  to  making 
money. 

Some  are  extremists  in  child  care,  others 
in  neglect  of  children;  some  carry  what 
they  call  patriotism  to  unwise  ends,  while 
others  defy  genuine  patriotism  and  under- 
mine the  body  politic. 

And  so  it  goes.  If  only  we  could  control 
ourselves  that  we  might  be  temperate  in  all 
things  we  would  live  happier  lives  and  give 
far  more  enjoyment  to  our  associates. 

Extremism  is  a costly  thing.  Take  the 
mother  for  example  who  over-indulges  her 
child.  If  the  youngster  is  a daughter  her 
poor  girl  may  never  be  allowed  to  live  her 
own  life.  She  may  be  mothered  far  beyond 
anything  that  is  good  for  her,  so  that  she 
never  learns  self-reliance  and  never  makes 
a decision  of  her  own. 

If  it  is  a son,  the  mother  may  so  indulge 
him  that  he  turns  against  parenthood  in 
general,  and  women  in  particular.  In  one 
instance  this  sort  of  rebellion  drove  a son 
into  a homosexual  life  in  sheer  defiance  of 
all  that  he  had  learned  as  he  grew  up. 

And  then  there  are  fathers  who  drive 
their  sons  into  delinquency  and  violence  by 
constant  nagging.  A youngster  may  be  left 
in  a state  of  bewilderment  because  every- 
thing he  does  is  called  wrong  and  therefore 
he  never  learns  what  is  right. 

Well-meaning  parents  can  make  nervous 
wrecks  of  their  own  children  by  failing  to 


control  their  tempers.  They  never  find  the 
important  balance  which  only  is  obtained 
through  being  temperate  in  all  things. 

Religious  extremists  at  times  drive  their 
children  into  apostasy  as  youngsters  are  lit- 
erally surfeited  with  a spiritual  diet  which 
although  tolerated  at  first,  becomes  repug- 
nant with  “over-doses”  from  unwise  par- 
ents. 

Political  extremists  sow  seeds  of  hate 
and  discord.  Extremism  among  them  can 
hardly  be  less  dangerous  on  one  hand  than 
on  the  other.  Both  can  lead  to  dictatorship. 

Health  faddists  generally  make  themsel- 
ves and  other  people  uncomfortable.  Instead 
of  becoming  the  examples  of  good  living 
they  suppose  themselves  to  be,  at  times 
they  create  quite  the  opposite  effect. 

Word  of  Wisdom  extremists  are  much 
the  same,  never  learning  that  there  are 
other  principles  of  the  Gospel  besides  the 
fact  that  wheat  is  the  staff  of  life.  Do  they 
never  remember  that  what  comes  out  of  the 
mouth  is  far  more  important  than  what 
goes  into  it? 

Style  is  another  place  where  extremism 
occurs  very  frequently,  often  reaching  the 
ridiculous. 

Surely  there  must  be  a place  for  both 
modesty  and  good  taste  in  manners  and  ap- 
pearance. 

It  is  has  been  said  that  nothing  is  as  un- 
common as  common  sense.  This  certainly 
applies  to  the  matters  of  extremism. 

The  Lord  gave  us  good  minds,  and  ex- 
pects us  to  use  them.  He  tells  us  that  the 
glory  of  God  is  intelligence.  He  asks  us  to 
serve  Him  with  all  our  minds. 

One  would  suppose  from  this  that  he 
expects  us  to  use  our  mentality  to  preserve 
a good  balance  of  thought  and  action,  and 
avoid  the  extremes  which  never  fail  to  de- 
velop unhappiness  and  misery. 

“Being  temperate  in  all  things”  is  good 
advice  from  Him  who  is  most  intelligent  of 
all,  and.  who  has  placed  justice,  kindness, 
meekness  and  patience  among  the  highest 
virtues.

Nixon  three  to  one  over  Gov.  Nel- 
son A.  Rockefeller  of  New  York  for 
the  GOP  presidential  nomination, 
with  Romney  trailing.  Dissident 
democrats  and  independants  also 
backed  Nixon. 

Romney  was  favored  by  14  per 
cent  of  the  Republicans,  17  per 
cent  of  the  Democrats  and  14  per 
cent  of  the  independents. 

The  Michigan  governor  attacked 
the  President  and  defended  his  own 
policy  statement  in  a nationally 
televised  interview  (CBS  “Face 
The  Nation). 

WANTS  OPEN  HOUSING 

On  domestic  matters,  Romney 
said  he  would  ask  for  a federal  law 
guaranteeing  Negroes  the  right  to 
buy  and  rent  housing  of  their  choice 
if  he  is  elected  president. 

Romney  said  it  is  “time  to  put 
up  or  shut  up”  on  America’s  de- 
clared principles  guaranteeing  Ne- 
groes equal  rights  and  equal  op- 
portunities. 

Romney  was  asked  to  explain 
what  he  meant  several  weeks  ago 
when  he  described  Johnson  as  a 
“political  animal.” 

“It  means  that  the  man’s  basic 
approach  to  things  is  political,” 
Romney  said.  “This  man  has  been 
in  politics  all  his  life.  I know  that 
this  country  needs  a broader  ap- 
preciation of  things.”
